Children with.eczema or psoriasis 


are often shunned by other children, 
for many mothers are under the im- 
pression that they are contagious. 
Th;s is not true Every precaution, 
however, should be taken against 
healthy children playing with chil- 
dren who have impetigo, because 
this is one of the most contagious of 
all ^kin diseases. The victim of im- 
petigo should be kept out of school 
and away from other children. 


The affected skin should be thor- 


oughly cleansed with soap and 
warm water. Tfie crusts should be 
removed. An ointment prescribed 
by a physician should then be ap- 
plied to the skin. A one to two per 
cent ammoniated mercury ointment 
is usually beneficial. Avoid using 
strong medicines, and do not apply 
patent medicines or other remedies 
unless prescribed by your physi- 
cian. Harm may result from the use 
of salves and ointments containing 
irritating ingredients. 


With proper treatment, the dis- 
ease should be cured in from one to 
three weeks. In severe cases stronger 
antiseptics may be necessary. 
Please bear in inind that some 


medicines may be successful in the 
treatment of one skin disease but 
not in another. Many mild and un- 
important skin disorders are irri- 
tated and made serious by the use 
of wrong medicines. 
If you suspect your child has im- 


petigo, I advise that he be examined 
by a physician, to prevent unneces- 
sary suffering, personal embarrass- 
ment and the spread of the disease
